1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-21 and 27) in the reply 
filed on 9/27/2005 is acknowledged. Non-elected claims 22-26 are withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 3/15/2004 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. In this case, the Non-Patent 
Literature DUNCAN, G., ("Enhanced Recovery Engineering, including well design, 
completion and production practices," in: World Oil. March 1996, pages 86-90) does not 
provide a legible copy. Therefore, it has not been considered at this time. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-15, 17-21 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Flugstad et al (US 2002/0047009). Flugstad discloses a variable 
frequency automated capacitive radio frequency dielectric heating system comprising 
subjecting said medium to an alternating current electrical field generated by a radio 
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frequency waveform applied at a predetermined frequency range that heats said 
medium (page 21, par. 0311, lines 8-10); measuring an elective load impedance initially 
dependent upon the impedance of said medium (page 21, par. 0311, lines 11-12); 
comparing said effective load impedance with an output impedance of a signal 
generating unit that generates said radio frequency waveform (page 21 , par. 031 1 , lines 
13-15); and automatically adjusting said effective load impedance to match an output 
impedance of said signal generating unit (page 21, par. 0311, Iines16-17). Further it is 
inherent that food is hydrocarbonnaceous material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Flugstad 
et al (US 2002/0047009) in view of Bridges et al (US 4,645,004). Flugstad discloses 
substantially all features of the claimed invention except said hydrocarbonaceous matter 
in said medium is contained in a subterranean environment. Bridges discloses a 
hydrocarbonaceous matter in said medium is contained in a subterranean environment 
(col. 2, lines 24-46). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to utilize in Flugstad a hydrocarbonaceous matter in 
said medium is contained in a subterranean environment as taught by Bridges in order 
to produce hydrocarbonaceous utilize in situ heating of earth formation.
